I beg to eall the attention of the Department to the 
actual elerieal foree now employed in this office,under + 
its several instruetions to that effeet. 

The subjeet of the inadequate allowanee for the 
elerical service of this congilate General,has been from 
time to time presented to the attention and consideration 
of the Department in previous despatehes, Wherein I have 
set forth the increased and inereasing business of this 
offiee,and the very important and eomplex eharaeter of 
the questions, eeonomie and politieal, as well as conmer- 
eial,whieh have of late years risen in the affairs ot 
this Island,and devolved upon this Consulate General so 
much extra labor of a eharaecter not altogether eonsular, 
but more of a diplomatie nature in its performanee, aug-— 
mented by the requirements of eondueting so much of it 
in two languages,and from the eombined facts that the 
conmeree of the United States with Cuba is larger than 
that whth the mother-eountry plus that with Austria and 


Legation corresponding to this Consulate 
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General,instead of being in the same place, as oecurs in 
London,Paris,Rio de Janeiro,etc,is five thousand miles 
away,thus devolving,necessarily,a large amount of purely 


legation work on this offiee,to whieh may be added the 


observation that with most every other eountry the United 


States have modern self-working treaties of conmerce and 
navigation, while with Spain we have only “the remains of 
the treaty of 1795 under whieh to diseuss and defend the 
rights of Ameriean citizens within the Spanish dominions. 

The Department has already been informed in previous 
despateches,respeeting the number of invoiees authentiea- 
ted,and the extra labor on them,eonsequent to the system 
of forwarding merehandise from the prineipal ports of the 
United States into the interior; and by eomparisons of 
business done between the United States and foreign eoun- 
tries,and the expense of its diplomatie and consular ser- 
vice in sueh eountries,that with respeet to Cuba,the re- 
eeipts of official fees at Havana alone,cover very nearly 
the entire expense of the eonsular sefviee in the Island, 
also showingcthecimportanee and extent of the business 
of the United States with Cuba,eompared with that of sev- 
eral other foreign countries,where the United States ex- 
pend large sums for its diplomatie and eonsular serviee. 

It has also been shown that over twelve years ago 
the expense of this office for elerieal service was per 
annum, $4,400.-; being the salary of two Consular Clerks, 
$2,400+;and an allowanee for extra elerk hire of $2,000- 
per annum from July 1st,1874. 

From November 1880,there has been but one Consular 


Clerk assigned to this office,and upon July lst 1884,

shortly before I eommeneed my term of service,the allow 
anee for elerk hire was reduced to $1,500.- 

The Department,by Circular of September 18th, 1890, 
eontinued the allowanee for clerk hire at $1, 600-, and 
for the first time allowed for messenger serviee, the sum 
of $1,000. per annum. 

Counting from July ist to December 3lst,the allow- 
ance would be $500.- but as shown by the aecounts,I ex- 
pended only $114.13,which left mm un-expended surplus 
of $385.87 

Instruetion No.582,of January 29th,1891, allowed an 
inerease in the sum for messemger serviece,for the remain- 
der of fiseal year,at the rate of $1,500.- whieh to June 
30th, 1891, the remaining six months,would be $750.-but of 
this was expended only, 
leaving an un-expended surplus of , 
out of the entire allowance for the fiseal year of 90/91 
say:$1,250.- an un-expended surplus of ;----$619.87. 

Department Circular dated August ist,1891, allowed 
this office elerk hire at the rate of $2,600 per annum, 
and eontinued the messenger service allowance at $1,000.- 
This latter sum was expended entirely during the year, 
while the elerk hire allowance of $2,600 .-was only drawn 
upon to pay the salaries of two elerks,(Mr.ADOLFO SANCHEZ 
DOLZ and Mr.G.D.ALBERTINI,)to the extent:Mr.SANCHEZ DOLZ 
$1,200. U.S.gold,and Mr.ALBERTINI, at $85. Spanish gold 
per month,or $913,U.S.per annum teneted an un-expended 
surplus of $488.-per annum. 

The Department Circular of Augsut 29th,1892,discon- 


tinued the allowance for messenger serviee for that fis- 


eal year,but as tha, servi ce had been rendered from July 
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let to September 7th,the date of receiving the eircular 
and advice,--- I presented an aecount for the service 
paid to that date,whieh was dis-allowed by the Comptrol- 
ler in the adjustment of the September quarter accounts. 
Mr.TOSCA,the clerk who had been paid from the messenger 
serviee allowance,was then transferred to the list of 
elerks at the same rate of pay. Upon making up the ae- 
eounts for elerk hire,it appears,as advised by the Comp- 
troller, that only $65. was un-Sxpended from the allowance 
pf clerk hire whieh could be applied towards the payment 
of his salary,and I was instrueted to charge myself in 


the next quarterly account the exeess from December ist, 


1892,to March 31st,1893, amounting to $244.98. Mr.SPRING- 
ER,also was eharged with the proportion@te excess paid 
by him for clerk hire during my absenee on leave,from 
October lst to November 50,1893, of $73.02; but it will 
be noticed that both of these amounts together do not 
reach the amount of the un-expended surplus of the elerk 
hire allowance for the fiseal year of 1801/92,of $488., 
by $170.- 

The present elerieal foree of this eonsulate gener- 
al eonsists of three office elerks,all men of experience 
and training in eonsular matters,and who,due to the ex- 
igencies of the business of the Consulate,are engaged, to- 
gether with the Consul General,and the Consular Clerk,in 
the performance of their several duties from 8 A.M. with 
one hour for breakfast or lunch,till 5 and even 6 and 7 
o*eloek P.M. thereby averaging eight and ten hours daily. 


It also often happens that Sundays and other holidays are 


taken up inthe necessary work of the office. The office 


hours observed by other foreign consulates in this city, 
and publie offices generally,are from 11 A.M. till 3 or 4 
P.M. 

The amount now allowéd by»bappropriation of Congress 
for the present fiseal year is $2,000 per annum,or $500/ 
per quarter. At the rate that the three extra clerks of 
this office are paid,namely : Mr.ADOLFO SANCHEZ DOLZ, 
at the rate of (per annum,) ------------ ----- _.$22200. - 
Mr.E.L.TOSCA, and MR.G.D.ALBERTINI, at $85. - 

Spanish gold per month,or say,the equivalent, 

per annum of each,$912. 

resulting,therefore, an exeess over the amount allowed 
by appropriation of $1,024.- per annum,which sum I am 
paying out from my own income,applying to that purpose 
that part of the un-official fees of the office received 
by me,for Mr.SPRINGER weeeives one-half,allowed him by 
me,under paragraph 457 of Consular Regulations; but the 
amount received by me does not cover the extra expense 
of clerk hire,and I have,therefore,to use part of my own 
ineome towards that purpose. 

I respectfully submit that I do not believe that it 


is the intention of the Government thet the Consul Gen- 


eral should be obliged to pay from his own income, any 


part of the actual and necessary expense of clerical ser- 


viee required for the business of the Consulate General, 
and it is my opinion that relief therefrom may he obtain- 
ed by the allowanee of $1,000 or $1,500., per annum for 
messenger service. 

I therefore request that the foregoing observations 


may be taken into eonsideration, and that the Department 


will amke aecordingly a sufficient allowance for messen- 


ger service.

I respectfully eall the attertion of the Department to

In my said despateh I respec$fully suggested that 


the renewed allowance of a sufficient sum for messenger 
service would relieve the Consul General from the need 
of making any inroad upon his own eompensation to pay 
necessary elerk hire,which is supposed to be provided by 
the Government. 

But I would further inquire what measures ought to 
be taken inorder to obtain the return of the sums that 


have already been eZpended by me in excess of the elerk 


hire allowanee; for I submit,that such charges are right- 
fully to be eonsidered as actually necessary and to have 
been ineurred under the emergeney of the pressing busi- 
ness of the eonsulate general,and therefore, should not 
be made a eharge upon me, personally. 

In this eonnection,I would eall the attention of 
the Department to the frequent eireumstances that for a 
number of years past,have made it proper and necessary 
for the Consul General at HAVANA, in fhe absence of a 
diplomatie representative,to address the loeal govern- 
ment upon subjects whieh relate to the duties and rights 
of his office and to the interests and proteetion of

attention to a number of important matters and questions 
whieh are usually dealt with through a Legation. From 

the fact that in aecordanee with eonsular regulations, 

the offieial eorrespondence of consular officers in Juba 
with the Spanish officials at Havana,mmst be condueted 

through the medium of the eonsulatte general,it generally 
happens,especially in eases of reelamations for unkustly 
imposed fines upon american vessels in out ports,and for 
misinterpretations of the provisions of the reeiproeity 
agreement respecting importations,due to the lack of the 
proper Repertory,-- that the data forwarded by the con- 


sular officers upon which this office is expeeted to 


make representations of the claims to the Governor Gen- 


eral and other superior authorities,require a econsidera- 
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ble amount of patient examination,skillful translation, 
and eareful preparation before they ean be efficiently 
and effectively be used. 

It is my humble opinion that provision should be 
mede sufficient for payment of the eleriecal service re- 
quired for the business of this offiee,and thereby re- 
lieve the Consul General of sueh extra expense hitherto 
defrayed by him; but,if the compensation of the elerks 
rmployed in this office under the instructions of the 
Department,is to be suppressed,I beg to be instrueted if 
I shall adjust the service of the eonsulate general to 
the amount of appropriation by dismissal of any one of 


the clerks.

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In to-day's session of ee the deputies of the 
Constitutional Union Party of Cuba, presented a motion for the 
suppression of the tonnage tax on the loading and unloading 
of merchandise in the ports of the Island of Cuba, as also 
of the manufacturing tax of ten cents on sugar and of five 
cents on molasses. It was referred to the Committee on the 
Cuban budget. 

An animated debate took place on the motion. Mr. Terry. 
supported it in the name of the members of the Cuba Home 
Rule Party, remarking that, although the proposed aye en 
would not save the suger industry, yet it would help it some. 

Mr. Ambland also supported the motion, but said that 
as it would-require time to become law, if the m les of pro- 
cedure were to be observed; and the condition of Cuba being 
precarious and not admitting of delay, he prayed that the 
Minister for -the Colonies, would avail himself at onee of 
the authority conferred on him by the law of the Cubm budget, 
ter the adoption of instant remedies for the relief of the 
suger industry ef that Island. 

The Minister for the Colonies, Mr. Abarzuza, expressed 
himself as disposed to do everything possible in favor of the 
Cuban interests, and endeavor to harmonize them with the Cuba

pal gonsuming market,the United States. 

Here,we have become tired out from our useless 
efforts against the impesition of the exhorbitant fines 
with which it has been attempted to oust the dental 


of american goods, @ur efforts against the subjeetion 


of american merchandise to the prohibitive duties of th® 
first column of the Guban tarifff have heen entirely use- 
less. The Government at Madrid has not listened to us; 
beeause of our being miserable and long-suffering eolon- 
ists,our eclamors are undeserving, (MPG of the atten- 
tion of those who govern or rather misgovern us. 

Under such eireumstances, the merehanss of Guba have 
betaken themselves to their ameriean correspondents, re- 


presenting to them the neeessity of interposing their 


influenee at Washington for the stopping of theese denials 
of justiece,if they wish to prevent the paralization of 
commercial relations that must follow from skeh intoler- 
able eonditions as those imposed by our Government on 
importations from the United States, 

The Government at Washington,urged by the american

our having to eonfide more for the, defense of our inter- 
ests in the aetion of a foreign power than in our own 
efforts or in the rectifude of our government. For bad 
preeedents are thereby established. [t is a disastrous 
poliey that will lead us to depend for the obtainment of 
our natural rights more on the pressure of a foreign 
power than on the semse of justice of the government of 


the Mother-@Gountry. It is in this way that the ties to 


the Mother-Cpuntry,if not weakened, adhesion,at least, to

May 28. 1894. AND PROCLAIMED BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
Unirep StaTes TO TaKE Errect Marc# 1, 1895, AND AR- 
TICLE 10 oF THE AcT OF MaRrcH 38, 1555. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That the 
following regulations for preventing collisions at sea shall be fol- 
lowed by all public and private vessels of the United States upon 
the high seas and in all waters connected therewith, navigable by 
sea-going vessels. 

PRELIMINARY. 


In the following rules every steam-vessel which is under sail 
and not under steam is to be considered a satling-vessel, and every 
vessel under steam, whether under sail or not, is to be considered 
a steam-vessel. 

The word “‘steam-vessel” shall include any vessel propelled by 
machinery. 

A vessel is “under way” within the meaning of these rules when 
she ie not at anchor, or made fast to the shore, or aground. 

RULES CONCERNING LIGHTS, AND SO FORTH. 


The word “visible” in these rules when applied to lights shall 
mean visible on a dark night with a clear atmosphere. 

ARTICLE 1. The rules concerning lights shall be complied with 
in all weathers from sunset to sunrise, and during such time no 
other lights which may be mistaken for the prescribed lights shail 
be exhibited. 

Art. 2. A steam-vessel when under way shall carry—{a) On or 
in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a foremast, then in 
the forepart of the vessel, at a height above the hull of not less 
than twenty feet, and if the breadth of the vessel exceeds twenty 
feet, then at a height above the hull not less than such breadth, 
90, however, that the light need not be carried at a greater height 
above the hull than forty feet, a bright white light, so constructed 
as to show an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of twenty 
points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light ten points on 
each side of the vessel, namely, from right ahead to two points 
abaft the beam on either side, and of such a character as to be 
visible at a distance of at least five miles. 

(b). On the starboard side a green light so constructed as to 
show an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten points 
of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to 
two points abaft the beam on the starboard side, and of such a 
character to be visible at a distance of at least two miles. 

(c). On the port side a red light so constructed as to show an 
unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten points of the 

compass so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to two 
points abaft the beam on the port side, and of such a character as 
to be visible at a distance of at least two miles. 

(d). The said green and red side-lights shal! be fitted with in- 
board screens projecting at least three feet forward from the 
light, so as to prevent these lights from being seen across the 
bow. 

(e). A steam-vessel when under way may carry an additional 
white light similar in construction to the light mentioned in sub- 
division (a). These two lights shall be so placed in line with the 

keel that one shail be at least fifteen feet higher than the other, 
and in such a position with reference to each other that the lower 
light shall be forward of the upper one. The vertical distance 
between these lights shall be less than the horizontal distance.

IMPORTANT DECISION, 


Council of State. 


Tribunal of claims against the Government. 


DECISION. 


In the city and Court of Madrid, on the 28th of November 


1894, in the case now pending before us, on appeal from a decision 


of the Local Tribunal of claims established at Havana, in the 


island of Cuba, between parties, on the one side the: Central 
National Executive authority, represented by the Attorney General, 
appellant, and on the other side Don José R. Marquetti, not re- 
presented at all, appellee. 

WHEREAS the decision, rendered by the Local Tribunal of 
claims at Havana, and objected to by the appellant, reads as 
follows: 


"In the city of Havana on the 27th of December, 1893, 
in the case of the claim presented by Don José R. 
Marquetti, plaintiff, against the Executive of the 
island, defendant, for the repeal of the decree of 
the Director General of the Treasury, of December 9th 
1891, by which the appellant was condemned to pay a 
certain anount of money alleged to be due by him as 
unpaid balance of import duties,- a case in which 
both the plaintiff and the defendant have been properly 
represented: 

Resulting that on the 15th of August, 1879, one 
Mr. Jackson, who came from New York to this city, as 
a passenger, on board the steamer Columbus, brought 
with him 57 kilograms of fish, 30 kilograms of fresh 
beef and 92 kilograns of oysters, for all of which he . 
made the proper declaration before the Custom authorities 
of this port; that Don J. R. Marquetti, a merchant of 
this city, signed the aforesaid declaration, offering 
himself as surety for the payment of the duties to be 
levied and collected on the said articles; and that 
the said duties, amounting to $2.27, were paid in full: 


Resulting that on the 28th of September 1875, 
Messrs Marquetti & Co., of this city imported, from 
Liverpool, by the steamer Diego, five thousand bags of 
rice, the duties on which, amounting as per official 
assessment to $11,774.59 in gold, were paid on November 
26th following: 

Resulting that on September 17th of the same year, 
the Custom House of this city, upon reexamination of 
the papers in the case of Mr. Jackson, corrected the 
assessment therein made, and demanded from Marquetti, as 
bondsman for the importer, the further payment of five 
dollars amd fifty cents: 

Resulting that on August 24th,upon revision of 
the case of the five thousand bags of rice, the Custom 
House found out that a further sum of $567.93 was to be 
paid by the importers,- the explanations having been 
made then, first that the revision of the assessments 
had been undertaken By order of the Director General of 
the Treasury, issuéd on the 18th of the same month, and 
second, that the error in the previous assessment had 
consisted in the undue allowance of 20,000 kilograms, 
as tare, when the said tare could not have exceeded 
4,950 kilograms. ; es 

Resulting that from the record sent to the Local 
Tribunal, of the executive proceedings instituted by 
the Central Bureau of Customs for the collection of the 
sums of money above named, it appears that the said 
proceedings were commenced on September 19, 1888, and 
that the alleged order: of August 18, 1878, by virtue 
of which the revision undertaken, could nt ~ either 
in the said Central Buream, the office of the Tht endant, 
or the Custom House of this port: 

Resulting that although. in the communication filed 
at pages lst and 2nd of the said record, mention is made 
of a memorial, filed by Marquetti, some time in 1880, 
before the. Intendant of the Treasury, remonstrating 
against the eaetien ammmts of the Custom House, the 
reporta made by the .S@M@#® Intendant, on October 10th 
1880, states that no information whatever in regard 
to the Marquetti case could be found in that office, 
unless it was a reference on page 23 of a Note Book 
to a demand of payment made on that gentleman on the 
18th of March 1881: 

Resulting that the first steps of Don J. Re 
Marquetti in the executive proceedings instituted 
by him against the order compelling him to pay the 
aforesaid sums of money, were taken on the 11th and the 
15th of Pebruary 1888, his opposition to the said 
order and his petition for its repeal being founded, 
among other things, on the grounds that the revision 
of the assessments had been illegal, that the payment | 
of the amounts alleged to be due under the said assess— 
ments could not be enforced after the lapse of fourteen 
years, and that in the Jackson case speciallyvhis 


‘alibi 


responsibility as bondsman or surety became extin- 
guished at the very sane moment in which he paid the 
duties assessed: | 
Resulting that on December 9th 1891, the Director 
General of the Treasury dismissed the petition of Don 
J. Re Marquetti and ordered the demand of payment of 
the $573.50, with interest, to be enforced: 
Resulting that Don José Roque Marquetti resorted 
to this local Tribunal, and brought an action against 
the Government,on account of the said decision of the 
Director General of the Treasury, setting forth in his 
bill, as points of law, that no demand can be made or 
enforced when founded only upon an alleged order of re- 
vision which never was made; that the responsibility 
of a bondsman or surety can never atimit of a broad or 
liberal interpretation; and that the Treasury Mas barred 
by limitation, after the lapse of five years, to en- 
force any demand of this kindg-for all of whi ch he 
prayed that the decision would be reversed, with costs, 
and his bond cancell ed: 
Resulting that the Attorney General, on behalf of 
the Government, replied to the bill, supporting the 
decision of the Director General of the Treasury, on 
the grounds that Marquetti as surety for Mr. Jackson 
was bound to pay whatever amount ef-dutéies might prove 
to be due by the latter; that the act of the Treasury 
not barred by limit ation, Kecausa tt ates ato £0 AAG | 
me within the five years fixed by law; and that the 4 
obligation of the debtor does not become extinct by @iiison af 
mistakes made by the custom authorities, even if the | 
latter could be made responsible for them;-for all of 
which he prayed that the decision would be affirmed 
with costs. 
Resulting that the Associate Justice of this 
Tribunal, Don Ricardo Mayo, was givens special 
charge of this case: 
Considering that all claims of the Treasury, 
founded on error, committed to its detriment, in the a 
assessment and liquidation of custom duties Shotdd be . 
cn teahe within the period. of five years, and that this Arvrr'scor 
privi-lege;—sremted—sy Article 145 of the Customs @rdi- 
nances, cannot be construed in the sense that it is 
sufficient for the Treasury to find out the error 
within the said period, @# that the claim or demand 
for the payment of the balance which proves to be due 
can be made at any time subsequent to the discovery,- 
because a construction of such kind is inconsistent 
with either the spirit, or the letter of the law, which 
in language, plain enough as to render all doubts 
impossible, granted a privilege admitting of no change 
wh at soever : 
Considering that as the aforesaid Article 145 of 
the Customs ordinances requires the demands of payment 
to be made within five years, all those which are sub- 
sequent to the lapse of that period, have necessarily 
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to be inefficient, so much the more so as the respon- 
sibility for the wrong done has to fall on the 
officials who conmitted the error, and on those who 
were tardy in presenting the claim, or making the 
demand, for which reason nothing is lost by the 
fact that the importer himself remains free,as provided 
by law, from all responsibility on the subject: 
Considering that the five years begam to run 
on the 15th of August 1875 in one case, and on the 
28th of September of the same year in the other case, 
and that therefore they expired respectively on August 
15th and September 28th 1880: that it does not appear 
from the record of the exesutive proceedings that any 
Claim or demand was” on account of the alleged 
debt before the expiration of the said five years: 
that it is not to _ be op resumed that such a claim or 
demand was ever made ecause, had this been the case, 
it would be impossible to understand how so many years 
were allowed to pass by the Treasury, which has so many 
ways to enforce its decisions, without securing the 
payment of the money; and that under these circumstan- 
ces the action in this case must be held barred by

Considering, furthermore, what is provided by 
Article 61 of the Law,and Article 438 of the Rules 
for the execution of the same LOWS 4 tt and we do herby, 
We dotrerety decide: that we, met—revrepse,—end—e-we-e 
reverse,the decision of the Director General of the - 
Treasury of December 9th 1891, which compelied the 
plaintiff to pay the alleged balances for which he 
is held responsible;: and declare that the action of the 
Treasury to demand the payment thereof is barred by 
limitation, without specittal condemnation as to costs.

Whereas it appears further that the record of the case was 
sent to this Tribunal; that the receipt of the same was properly 
acknowledged by it; that the Attorney General appeared on behalf 
of the Government on the 4th of April 1894; and that on the fol- 
lowing day he was legally recognized as a party to the suit:
